Dear Eric: 

This is "to let you know that I have been considerably restricted in 
my activities since I received your letter of dept 25 regarding the 
Garland-Ryan case. My trouble was eye surgery, from which I have 
now recovered. Thus I am trying to catch up on a large accumulation 
of unanswered mail. 

I will be interested to know about any further developments in the 
Garland-Ryan matter, especially if it is something I should pass on to 
the Board of Governors when we meet in Colorado Springs Feb. 16—18. 

There is a matter of great concern to me that I should discuss with 
you. It is in relation to ANAT, for which a fund of $50,000 is to 
be raised in order to allow it to operate as an authentication ser- 
vice. As you probably know, ANAT is a private trust under the care 
of John Pittman, Abe Kosoff, and Virgil Hancock as trustees. About 
half of the $50,000 has been raised but they need to raise the re- 
mainder this year or else refund the money already donated. Abe 
Kosoff has pressured me to persuade the Board of Governors of ANA to 
assess its membership $1 per member in order to make up the balance 
of the fund. This was to be collected as a part of the membership 
dues for 1970, but unfortunately it was too late to implement because 
1970 dues statements were already in the computer mill for mailing 
and Board action could not be obtained quickly. 

ANA has assisted ANAT by agreeing to accept donations from members 
which allowed them to be tax deductible and then passing these do- 
nations on to ANAT. ANA has also made a cash donation. It is gener- 
ally agreed by all of us that we need an authentication service, but 
I myself have had my doubts about ANAT being able to provide what we 
need with only a $50,000 fund. This seems barely enough to get it 
started and to pay for the kind of personnel that will be needed to 
run it. It would hardly provide a down payment on some of the so- 
phisticated equipment that will be required for making tests of the 
more refined fakes and forgeries..

After the Philadelphia convention, I stayed in Washington, D.C. for 
several weeks and held numerous discussions with Treasury officials 
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on this and other subjects. I went so far as to have a conference with 
the Secret Service for which arrangements were made by Phil Neiser in 
the Bureau of the Mint. It was my purpose to propose that ANA work 
with the U5 Government to prevent the traffic in fakes and forgeries 
that now threatens the numismatic hobby. In this way, ANA could 
bring cases of suspected fakes and forgeries to the attention of 
government agencies where expert personnel and special test equipment 
would be available without cost to ANA. Both the Secret 5ervice and 
the people from the Bureau of the Mint who attended the conference 
expressed great interest in this and suggested that I follow up with 
something in the way of an outline of my proposal on which action could 
be taken. 

Due to a heavy work load and the eye operation, I have not been able 
to do anything further about this until now. I will appreciate your 
views on this subject because I can think of no one whose judgment 
in such a matter I would value more than yours. If I have not made 
myself sufficiently clear, please ask for further information. I 
trust that you will have the time to give me an answer before our 
Board meeting where I want to make a report on this matter.

The Garland-Ryan suit is dragging along in Cook 
County, Illinois, and a Motion for a Directed Verdict has 
been or is being requested by Garland’s attorney. This 
notion is on the ground that the arbitration is bind.i-.ug 
and the many complaints against the arbitration wnich 
Ryan has raised in his answer should have been submitted 
to the arbitrators before or shortly after the date 
of the decision. 

During the middle of la3t year and also at the 
Philadelphia convention, a request was made, separately, 
by two PNG members to nave the J. 3. Assay Office G20 piece 
in question submitted for examination to see if it was 
still in its former condition so a repayment could be 
made. All kinds of thoughts went through Garland’s 
mind about giving up posse sion of the coin not knowing 
what was going to happen to it and without a written 
promise of repurchase or refund. He did not turn the 
coin over to either of the dealers. He wondered why 
these two PNG members were so interested in the matter 
when the PNG organisation apparently has not done anything 
about the matter since its o ,'ficer rewrote the arbitratio 
decision for the arbitrators. Abe Kosoff, in one of 
his articles, has said that the policy of the PNG is to 
arrange for an arbitration involving any member and then 
to leave the parties on their own. R/an is, apparently, 
left on his own, and has not as yet filed any pleadings 
to bring the previous owners into the litigation and 
may not be able to successfully.

Dear Eric: 

Since communicating with you several months ago regarding takeover of ANAT 
by ANA, a number of things have happened that I would like to call to your 

attention . 

First of all, I want to report that I have had no positive response from 
Abe Kosoff and his PNG dealer group to my proposal that I would make a con- 
ditional pledge to make up the $50,000 fund if he and other dealers in PNG 
would match my pledge. Abe assured me when I talked to him and Max Schwartz 
last February that my offer would be met by them. To date, there has been 
no sign of response but instead, Abe came out with an article in COIN WORLD 
which appeared to place the responsibility for ANAT's success on the shoul- 
ders of the ANA Board of Governors. You will note that I was forced to Take 
note of this in my presidential message in the June issue of THE NUMISMATIST. 

I am letting it be known that I do not intend to hold my offer open indef- 
initely. I have not fixed a deadline but I shall feel free to do so at the 
St. Louis convention. I recognize that Abe has had some serious personal 
problems during the past year, beginning with the untimely death of his son 
Steve and culminating with the arrest of his son-in-law, Mike Kliman, on 
charges of receiving stolen property . I was advised yesterday by our Ex- 
ecutive Director that Kliman had pleaded guilty to one of three charges 
against him. I can well understand that all of this weighs heavily on Abe 
and therefore do not want to bring any pressure to bear on him at this time. 


Since it was announced that ANA proposed to take over ANAT, I have had 
many favorable responses from our membership but at the same time I have had 
some unfavorable responses. As an example, I am enclosing herewith a copy 
of a letter received from Lou Werner. With your legal knowledge and back- 
ground, I would like to have you tell me what you think about the respon- 
sibility and liability that ANA would be subject to as the operator of an 
authentication service. I would also like to know if you think we can obtain 
insurance to protect us from liability. 


My travel plans for the St. Louis convention are now set for my arrival in 
St. Louis on Sunday, August 16 in mid-afternoon. The best time for a meet- 
ing with you would be in the early part of the week because I will have a 
tight schedule in the latter part of the week. The Board of Governors will 
start business meetings on Monday morning, continuing all day Monday and 
Tuesday. Monday evening I am obliged to attend the PNG dinner. Tuesday 
evening I plan to hold a cocktail party in my suite for the official family 
and the top officials of the convention committee. It occurs to me now 
that you might want to have lunch with me on Tuesday. Later that afternoon 
you could give the Board of Governors your views about the operation of 
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ANAT and then stay over for the cocktail party in the presidential suite. 

You had mentioned something about a small group meeting with you at your 
home. If that could take place on Sunday after our arrival, it might prove 
to be the best available time. I do not know about the travel plans of 
any others you might have in mind for such a meeting. 

The American Revolution Bicentennial Commission has asked that I serve on 
the Coins and Medals Advisory Panel and make recommendations for a program 

that is to be reported to President Nixon in the near future. 5ince you 

are an advanced student of the American Revolution coinage and currency, I 
would like to invite you to tell me if the numismatic fraternity should 

recommend the minting of a new coin or coins designed as a special issue for 

1976 and for issuance of various kinds of commemorative medals. Many pro- 
posals for this program have been made and from what I have observed, all 
want new coins to be struck, either as regular issues or as commemorative 
issues. Besides this, they would like to see a series of medals made. Line 
idea which was strictly my own is that the government should print fractional 
currency in a 50# demonimation which should be designed to commemorate the 
Continental and Colonial currencies that played such a prominent part in 
the history of the American Revolution. What do you think about this idea. 

I am writing today to James Conlon, Bureau of Engraving and Printing, to 
get his views on this proposal. He has already expressed opposition to 
changing our present currency for the bicentennial celebration. I am 
pointing out to him that fractional currency in a 50/ denomination would 
not interfere with the current issues of currency and would give the 
people a 500 denomination at a time when the metallic 500 pieces are being 
hoarded and so are not circulating. 

Please let me hear from you at your earliest convenience concerning these 
matters .

Offer ANA members opportunity to suggest speakers by putting announcement 
in Numismatist. 


Moderator to be selected one year or more in advance and give names and topics 
of past speakers. 


Moderator to submit three speakers names and one alternate by January before 

meeting. (O.I.N. had speakers months before ANA in 1972 and they got much 
more publicity than ANA speakers.) Alternate promised next year. 


No movies, pictures or promotional matters as the program is to be educational.

Illustrated talks are best. Written talks are usually best and more controllable.

Spare bulbs, lenses, etc. for projection equipment. Check slides early.
